NGENIO LEvior, &c.] Great Variance amongſt Critics and Com- 
[ mentators hath this Line occafioned ; ſome affirming, that it al- 

ludeth to the great Levity, Fickleneſs and Volatility of the M=——'s 
Mind; and that the Senſe of the Line is no more than a Prayer of the 
Poet's, that the Earth may be lighter, if poſſible, ta him than his natural
